Walsham reported -op 
tho 2Ist ult, that there ware nine foreign men- 
of-war in the river and also'a strong naval forca 
at Shangbai on the day following the outbreuk of 
the riot.

Tn your rervant’s humble opinion, Consular 
officers are offloials of great importatioo, whilat, 
in the various islands of tha Southern Seas, Chi- 
nose subjects aro eq very numerous that ‘taloss 
the whole subject is thoroughly discussed there 
will by vo mesos of arriving st a, correot af- 
proslation of tho advantages and disndvantases ; 
whilst, on the othorhand, if alt the states are 
not dotsiderad in ‘one schema, there will be no 
meang of exhibiting tho spedial ¢iroamstances 
governing thie ‘or that plade, Adoordingly, 
your rartaht xespoatfally craves permission to 
prosent the essential points, from first to lest, 
for your Majosty’s consideration, s 
Asa gonoral ‘rule, all the foroign states con- 
sider commerce to by the backbone of thelr 
atrength and prosperity, and thoy slways take 
caro 10 appoint Consalar offloors at the ‘com. 
mercial porta of osch other's states, for tho 
protection of thair merchants, which offlears in 
‘the evant of any haragaing regalations, lodge 
rotests ag Odcasion may rednire; ald this it is 
that tholt tradérs dbrdad fund satisfaction in 
thelt doodpations, and conmorce gova on over 
inoresstng } not only that, bat officers travell'ag 
to make enijuiries, and prsons of the artisan 
olass, all find a congenial fesdrt ut atch places. 
The Consuls of Edropean dtatos in China, how-, 
ever, lieve niuch graater powers, owing to 
China's having been ignorant of foreign affairs 
when the first treuties were made, and to her 
having consented to such Consuls béldiag'an in- 
dependent jurisdiction over thoir merosntile 
nationals resident in China, placing them in. fact 
exactly in tho position oforr local authorities. 
Whenever any cases of homicide. or debt. occur | 
amongst foraignors the Conaul adjudicates him- 
self, fa such wise that our own authoritiox 
frequently find their adtion hampered. Tho 4 
incessant difficulties which at one time usad to 
crop up at ali the Chinese porta were, in faot; 
owing to this atradgemendt, Av the same time, 
even Conevls appointed to other atates, and not 
posessing these jurisdictional powers, but 
nominally limiting the scopa of thoir interference 
to the protection of commeroo,—ovon theso are 
regarded by all the other states as being func: 
tionsries of great importance; and whon. aay 
international int srest springs up anywhore.they 
at onoo nabs reangemente to appoint a Con. 
sulor officer thers; for, the wider the branches 
and leaves. extend, the more solid notrinent 
does the parent trunk derive; the wider the 
sonress of information available, th» more 
effostive aro tho meons of action; and thus it 
follows; a8 a multer of coarse, thet, the happier 


one of thereolamations. Last year I found out 
that there had been tio feclamationa, My ides | 
wos when I heard that thoro had boon @ ro- 
vlamation already made that.

8 taillion and 9 half of-taols every year ;-but, of 
recent yeara, the total exponses of all the foreign 
migsloag and travelling officers combined have 
not exonsded Ta, 609,009 a yaar, Tho original 
proposition of the Taang-li Yamin was to keep 
any surplua in hand ase reserve for farthor ro- 
quiraments of the katne nature ; but in your sar 
vant’s hnmblo opinion, as Ministors have alrea ly 
baen appointed to al! the first-class Powore, and 
thasecond and: third class powors are also at. 
tended to'by those samo Miniatere, whichever hap- 
pane to be handioat, thors ig not likely to be any 
uel, at present ut least, for further oppoint- 
ments, On the other hand, if these few Consuls 
bo gradually. added to -the existing posts, our 
commercial interests will ba dally enlanced, 
avd tho welfare of our poopla odrrospondingly 
inoreased; the pulse of those abroad will boat 
mors in responsive agaipathy with our gupira. 
tions ot home, and, des, we eholl gratify 
the sentiments of our people indiatant conntrios, 
and not leave ta Chinoso subjects any ground 
for, disappointment; we ghall dorivoe jniicect 
advantage and power from it, and deprive for- 
eignors of all cause for deriding us; in short, 
the advantages we ahall gaio will ba tenfold tho 
oxponse we shall incur. 

Looking over the trade returns of tho;various 
atates, and the balance of imports and axporte, 

ur servant finds that fram tan to teorty mil- 
ious of tacky go away from China ts féreigd 
oonntries dvery year. Again, Tooking oyor the 
busindsg report .of on» ‘of the : California 
Banks, he finds that the anoual ‘dun rémil! 
ted home. by Chinese living thera ty about 
aight million taels. ‘Chongh the rate of waged 
is rather high in California yet the number 
of Chinese there ia not so very great aftor all, 
no that we may calculate protty nearly how mnch 
Cabs sends in the ‘same way, ard, again, baw 
mach is siniilarly remitted from thé islands ill 
tho Southora Soas, “or 

Thus it appears that althoug’ tho balanés of 
China’s ‘trade with foreign countries is vary 
much against hor. yet she has 's certain resource 
whereon 1o fall back for redrassing this batanca, 
whish is tho amount of money oaracd by Chinesy 
abroad. Should thia soarca of gain be. further 
checked, thon mondy will be acarcor ‘han over 
'n Chita, and, the poople being driven to the 
exireme of poverty, may perhaps’ broak ont into 
vevolts, Take the port of Bidgapore as on is: 


atance: a Consulate has been astablishod thera’ 


now for thirteen years, and tho total oxpeaditurs 
upon it has not yet reaohad “Ts. 100,000, whilst 
tho famine, const-defonoa, and other subsorip- 
tions collected there have.mouro than twios ex: 
soaded this total, and it is highly probable that 
tha 149,000 or 150,000 Chinese morobants and 
coolies thers kaye from firet to last brough' back 
with them ati least from ten to twenty willions 
of taels. : . 
Tho fact is that our Consuls abroad, thonzh 
‘not poasessing any jurisdiction ovar Chinese and 
joots, ara charged with the dity of protecting 
thom, aid should treaties and regolatians © me 
‘up for revision, we shall have the local oxpoti: 
enoa ofench Conau! to contast each question: with 
the officials of the place, and tho foreign officials 
also will be able to avail thaniselves of his iu, 
formation, whilst thd ‘native residents will not 
venture.to behave oupeesdively to our poople; 
and the bead’ of tho niission abrdad, in any argu- 
wants he may have with the Foreign Offices, 
will be ablo to cite the reparta he haa rocoived 
from the Consul, iu suoh. wisa that the foreign 
officials will have to bo more careful what they 
do, These are the reasons why wo positively 
wast appoint Consuls, and fhe proofs that ad- 
vantage has beoa dorived from such appoint 
monte as already exist, 
‘Tho profits gained by Chineso abroad have 
already slightly fallen off. but if we can bring 
onrsolvos up to getting Conanls appoluted to tha 
ialands in the South Seas, wo may yet bo able tn 
aot this night again, snd to enjoy the advantages.

Tho Foreign Office 
will plod thot it must consult the Colonial 
Office; the Colonial’ Office will plond that tho 
offidials and’ people object to it, We may have 
to. write our pena” nibs off and talk our tonynot 
tips off and yot it may all bo of no avail. . This 
diftoulty 9 one really appreciated only by thoye 
engaged in tho fray, whilst those who havo not 
to doal with the mdttor regard it xx correapond: 
ingly oagy of sctflowiont. - Some aay, again, we 
might raisy donsiderable‘sdmson the spot, ond 
that thoro is no nocd of voting special appropris- 
tions. Others cannot shake off the idea that our 
Consuls ave tobolike Buropean Consuls in China, 
and assert that; so soon ag ever we appoint a 
Consul, Chinese ‘sabjects will come under his 
jurisdictioticin stidh wise tHat they will be, ox- 
aotly in the position of territorial:executiva tma- 
gistrates. ‘Chega arguments aro indeed thos of 
inexperience ‘and. consequent ineapanity to. ave 


‘the trath, ‘Thoa ‘who have tho ‘conduct of the 


matter in their liahds, again, know how exosad- 
ingly diffeult it is of accomplishment, and aro 
apt to distort or magnify, the truth, ossertiug 
that the expanse is quite 9 useless one, with no 
roul connterbalancing adrantags., They aro in- 
dead nlmoat. forced by olroumetancos into repre- 
sontiug this view. 

In your aervant’s hamdle opinion, sbusuy 
acn only.cdnte. of raising oxpcotations too high. 
Tho feea for parsonal teigisbvation! aod signing 
ships’ papers may very well bo given to the 
Consul for his emolament, but there is a0 neces-. 
sity to collect a vast sum of money in such wise 
as to excite unfavourable popniar notice, As 
ty those places where there aro already Consals, 
tho ‘reporting of shipr and the registration of 
ludividuals .is a very fa.. division of puwer with 
the looal outhoritios, bat there is no ocsasion to 
arrogate executive power and thus. give r se to 
suspioiona, If action is taken simply on the 
lines whioh your" servant has. recommended 
above, without oxpooting immodinto roturns, the 
returns Will'as a matter of faot ho very consider: 
‘able, Bat tho first thing is to mako up our 
minds doflnitely ; and for all of us, at homo and 
abroad, to adbere ta it firmly and with onv 
accord, advencing step by step, aud taking 
Theasures as opportunity:may soggest, wen Wo 
whall gradually bring things round to our ob- 
ject. When ao Consul was first appointed lo 
Singapore, for instsuce, the British Foreign 
Offes discouraged it to the utmost: of. their 
power, tnd thore was-an fonmenge bullaballoo of 
the ‘time; buf sinca then thero haa boen no 
complaint. whatever. nv 

Your servant will humbly obaorve that, of tha 
Colonies of Great’ Britain, Fratoe, WMolland, 
and. Spain, it is, in those’ of Holland and Spaia 
that Chinese ars: moat. opprossively treated, and 
where there ate the: groatast objections raisat 
to‘our appointing Consuls: next comes France,” 
and Great Britain last. “Hollatd and Spain ore 
both statey which have seon bettor days, and the 
mainaprinyr of their uatioasl prosperity now lies 
in thoit oaatorn colonics: Theoultivation, wining, 
trade, tax-farming, Xo., in. those colonies ix of 
necessity ohiefly in the banda of Chinese; but the 
lnminons or ame- 
fospiring ‘ktud, nor ave the “wheals of ‘govern~ 
meut very efficacious in their movements, © ‘The 
foreign offeials are often recruited from tho 
broken-down colonist clasa, and they are very 
grasping and overbeariag: to Chines. ‘Thi 
put pressure on to maka then. become naturalise 
subjects, or’ they’ keep thom ‘wider restraint 
ag alsves, or they put obstacles in the way: 
of their free “movomenta’. to. and or 
they —levy extortionste: sums on their. trade. 
It Choro Were Chinoso ‘officials’ at hand to ex- 
postulate, all these matters might. bd to a certain 
extent remedied, Although, inthe first dis- 
onesions about appointing Consul, these folk

He 
ig also awaro that tho present policy sf the 
British miler and Ministors ia decidedly in 
favour of saniont og friondly relations with Cling, 
ao that perhaps they will not like ta make any 
invidious diatinctiona in this matter. In-his 
recent discussions with the Foreign Offieg, hs 
hag applied to appoint as nocasion may requir» 
Consnls in English podsossions in ascordinco with 
the practise jf the dat{one -of Ee ope, and 
though that departniont has not boon, willing 
to grant this application at onea, your servant 
proposos ‘to adhers infloribly t+ his ori ‘inal 

rophsition, once and again grinding sod rubbing 
the question ia, proposing first of all to appoint 
one or two. officsrs to Rangoon, Australin, ko.,.bat 
with regard to Poaang and the other five ptnooa, 
we ought also to make permanent arrange
